HE British Army’s plan 

to make increased use

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‘ILLEGITIMATE 
IS TABOO

to lead the world in 

child paychology, and 
every yenr hundreds of 
schoolteachers, welfare 
workers, doctors, psycholo- 
gists and public adminstra- 
tors from all parts of the 
world flock to the city of 
Vienna. 

They come to ndmire the 
magnificent children’s nur- 
series and the Mode!

But behind this impressive 
facade of child welfare Hes a 
heart-rending, = polanamt drama 
of human tragedy. For only 40 
percent of Vienna's married 
women have any children, the 
birthrate is falling steadily 
year by year, and the younger 
xencration of newlyweds scem 
reluctant to start a family, 

; At the same time, ironically 
enough, the number of unm. rilet 
mothers {fs on the Increa e. 
Nearly 17 percent of — the 
children and young people up 
to the age of 21 In Vienna have 
been born out of wedlock, Of 
the clty's children up do the age 
of 15 the percentage is even 
higher—23 percent, 

MUCH WORSE 


But In some parts of Austria 
{he situation ts much worse. 
Carinthla Province, in the Dri- 
Ush Zone, is a striking example. 
There, nearly 600 out of every 
1,000 babies are born to un- 
wedded mothers, 

In the rural districts especial- 
ly, the percentage of illegitimate 
children reaches fantastic — pro- 
portions, 

One of the chief reasons ia 
suld to be that farmers allegedly 
prefer to engage singic, “unat- 
tached” women with children as 
permanent farm labourers, 

The idea scems ‘to be that in 
return for board and lodgings, 
the youngsters can be expected 
to “help mother” in the fields as 
soon as they are old enough, 
and to do their ‘fair shore” of 
the farm work at Iktle cost to 
the furmrer, 

At the Vienna Youth Welfare 
Office, Professor Anton Tesarck, 
the dapper, debonair official who 
is responsible for the well-being 
of the ctty’s large army of 
fegitimate children and the 
commtless orphans whose fatherd 
fell during World War Two, 
says:

children is that thelr mothers, 
no matter how poor—you might 
even say despermte—their = clr- 
cumstances may be, stolidly re— 
fuse to allow their children to 
be adopted, 


PREFERENCE 


“Of all the thousands of cases 
we have, only 120 mothers have 
consented to adoption. The de- 
mand by would-be foster par- 
ents, you might say, far exceeds 
the supply. 

“It ls also interesting to note 
that chocolate-coloured — babies 
are a strong preference with 
prospective fouter parents, 

"Out of a total of 2,241 ‘oc. 
cupation’ children, 1,088 have 
American fathers, The Russians 
come next with 649, the British 
third with 354, and Anally the 
French with only 150. 

“But T will say this for the 
young British fnthors who have 
often left the country long be- 
fore their children are even 
born, If we manage to trace 
thom, they rarely deny fother- 
hood, and are more than willing 
fo make proper provision for 
the children, 

“In all this work we have 
been tremendously assisted by 
the British Unmarried Mothers’ 
Association, which Is doing great 
work, 

"One of our greatest tasks {s 
the pioneering and experiment- 
al work in child psycholo; for 
which we have an acknowledged 
reputation throughout the 
world, 


CHILDREN’S CAMP 


“For example, we are holding 
a children's camp at the begin-

Snakes inject their poison into 
their victims by means of 
tecth which are either grooved 
down ane side or perforated by 
n Venom-carrying tube, These 
tecth may be fixed elther at the 
front or back end of the upper 
jnw, or they may be = hinged 
above so that they can be 
folded back and up Into grooves 
on the palate, 


lf they are perfornted, the 
holes are on the front of the 
fangs' Ups. Thus, a snake has to 
open Its mouth very wide and 
strike at you in order to Inject 
his polson—or, at least, that is 
the general fute. However, It 
ix not the invariable rule.

If you ever decide to go pok- 
ing among the bushes and tree 
stumps anywhere in tropical 
Africa, there are many things 
of which you should beware, 
Venomous snakes are obvious 
menaces, for there are many 
cobras, night adders and pit 
vipers in all parts of equatorial 
Africa. However, there {Is a very 
special aspect of certain ones 
among them that calls for extra 
caution. In fact, If you do ever 
decide tv do anything so queer 


fangs can deliver one of 


nature’s deadliest poison punches, 


the first thing he saw was a 
small dead snake, But when he 
learned what had happened, he 
started a thorough examination 
of the dead man. 


And, Just as he had suspected, 
the man had broken his own 
back in his uncontrollable reflex 
leap caused by the violence of 
the polson the snake had = in- 
fected into his hand. The snake 
‘wos a small bushmaster, known 
in that country, which was 
Trinidad, as a “Mapipi,” and the 
man had put his hand right into 
its mouth so that he got the 
full dose of both its fangs right 
into the fleshy part of his palm. 


Most people nowadays know 
how ‘a poisonous snake operates, 
but they seldom ‘know how the 
poison works, The whole busi- 
fess is much more complicated 
than you might think. And then 
there ds also a nasty surprise 
awaiting the unwary.

First, there are two orincipal 
types of poisons. These ara 
known as ‘haemolysins ond 
neurotoxins; they are manu-~ 
ioctured by special Kinds of 
salivary glands, and are “mixed 
together, to form a_ clear, 
yellowish IMquid, 


Tho proportion of one tyne of 
polson to the other varies in 
different kinds venomous 
snakes, ¢ome 4 
wholly haemolytic as 
while others are primarily 
neurotoxic. The effect of tho 
former isto destroy the red 
comuscles of the blood. and 
Irritate the lining of veing and 
arterics; that of: the latter ly 
Upon the nerves, and causes 
paralysis, ‘When our nerves stop 
working, ‘the: natural’ bellows 
foi by our diaphragm stops 


as a little “bushwhacking” in 
Africa, it would be better that 
you aear ao palr of spectacles. 


The common Indinn hooded 
cobra can spit, but certain 
African cobras, and notably the 
black-necked cobra of tho 
West Coast and the “spyslang” 
of the South, can literally fire 
thelr venom at you with great 
force and remarkable accuracy 
up toa distance of a dozen 
fect or more, Further, they have 
a particularly nasty habit of 
lying quictly In wait you 
approach within range and then 
firlng stcalght for your eycs. 


The venom is squirted out of 
the forward-directed fang open- 
Ing, and {s deadly if {t falls on 
an open wound, What is more, if 
dt hits your cyes, you will suffer. 
excruciating pain for hours, 
days, or weeks, and you may 
experience temporary or even 
Permonent blindness. Go virus 
lent is the poison of the epy- 
slang that its venom can caso 
festering sicin eruptions,

Butter Shot

If you are to play down to 


anywhere near par figures, you just must get it mastered. 


many players

Yet every golfer knows the 
joy of the round when that little 
shot is friendly. Every golfer 
knows how easy ft is to win 
when he can make the atroke 
conform to plan and can be sure 
of one-putting on half a dozen 
groens becnuse he is certain td 
get dead with hin chip. The 
astonishing fenture ts that so 
few take the very little trouble 
needed to perfect it. 

EASIEST SHOT OF ALL 

It really Is Just about the 
easiest shot in the whole range 
of golf. And there is no reason 
why women cannot become as 
goo at it as men, There is no 
question of brute str ngth here. 
It is all ao matter of “feel”, 
concentration and common 
sense. 

1 recommend ao four iron for 
most of those vita) ittle shots 
where you are left about ten or 
twenty yards short or wide of 
the green. Thot assumes, of 

that you are no 
cut grass and there !s no jiozard 
between you and the pin. We 
are toiking about the straight- 
forward chip and run shot. 

I use the four tron because it 
has tho right face to give the 
ball running power. With it 
you can get the fden that all you 
nre doing in this little. shot ip 
playing an_ outsize in putts. 
Which is exactly what you are 
doing. 

Naturally enough, if I am
